Soviets Risk War With Policy 
Of Velvet Glove, Mailed Fist

The velvet-glove and mailed-fist 


approaches 
to international rela- 


tions are not new. But both are 
seldom used at the same time, as 
the Soviet government is doing now 
in the contest over Berlin 


The velvet glove 
has been em- 


ployed in the Moscow talks on Ger- 
many, and in the military gover- 
nors' meetings in Berlin. Reports of 
agreement from both conferences 
hinted at a lifting of the blockade. 
But just when the end of the wra- 
ngle seemed in sight, the .Russians 
put 
the 
iron 
glove 
on 
tho 


Other hand. They took Berlin's city 
hall, held citizens of the west na- 
tions prisoner there, kidnaped west- 
sector German policemen, and be- 
gan harassing "air maneuvers" on 
a large scale in tho western air 
corridors. 


The Berlin blockade was a sur- 


prise move which, for all its tran- 
sparent excuses, was effective for a 


1 time. It exploited Russia's geog- 


raphical advantages in trying to 
force tho western powers out of 
Berlin or to make them p.ivc 
up 


the idea of a west German gov- 
ernment. But the Soviet loaders 
Ic.arncd that the Americans and 
British wore going through with 
the air lift, so Russia took a now 
tack. 


That tack carried the Soviets ov- 


er a familiar course. The pattern 
of "demonstrations"

had been used in all the satellite 
countries and in Russia itself at 
the time of the revolution. And it 1 
had worked to Russian advantage I 
in the past.

Timothy's Story Reveals 
Great Character 
BY WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. D. 
Among the friends of Saint Paul- 
were Christian disciples 
of three 


generations—Timothy, the 
young 
man whom he called his "son," 
and to whom he addressed two c- 
pistlcs that have come down to us 
in the New Testament; his moth- 
er Eunice; and his grandmother 
Lois. (New Testament Books of I 
and II Timothy.) 


From a reference in Acts 
we 


know that Timothy was the child 
of a mixed marriage, his father 
being a Greek, his mother a Jew- 
ess. But from the fact that his ear- 
ly training is attributed solely to 
his mother and grandmother, 'it is 
assumed that, the father was dead 
when the family came to 
know 
Paul. 


The companionship between Paul 


and Timothy continued throughout 
Paul's life, though they were not 
always together. \Vc know from va- 
rious references that Timothy was 
with Paul at Ephesus, at Corinth, 
and in Macedonia. 


He was also with Paul in his first 


imprisonment at Rome, and Paul 
sent for him to come to Rome dur- 
ing his second imprisonment. Whe- 
ther Timothy arrived there or not 
is uncertain, but there is a tradi- 
tion that he did reach. Rome, and 
that like his spiritual father he suf- 
fered martyrdom there. 


Of this there is no certainty, and 


we have no exact knowledge of 
Timothy's later years. What is ex- 
act and unmistakable is the tact 
of his solid character and ability, 
for Paul entrusled to him great 
responsibility in the oversight of 
(he churches, as well as in matters 
of. fidelity and service to himself. 


In the story of Timothy arc com- 


bined the influences of both heredi- 
ty and environment in the forma- 
tion of a strong character. A boy 
so much under the influence, and 
perhaps the dominance, of his mo- 
ther and grandmother might easily 
have come to depend so much on 
them as to lack individuality and 
strength of character in his own 
right.

Special Lung Treatment 
The disease lung itself often re- 


ceives special treatment. One such 
treatment consists in iniecting air 
just outside a diseased lung. This 
collapses the lung and allows it to 
rest until re-expansion seems safe. 
A person can get along well with

This 
treatment, is called pneumolhorax. 


Several surgical treatments for 
tuberculosis are also useful. Those 
also arc aimed at giving the dis- 
eased tissue a chance to rest com- 
pletely.
